Two American statements scemed 
certain to appear shortly. as grist in 
the Soviet propaganda mill.

John Griffiths, looking no 
‘older than his ten years, stood 
before’ the dock at Glamorgan 
Court here today and listened 
attentively as the jury’s verdict 
was returned, 

The first unnouncement was that 
John had been found not guilty of 
murder, . rd 

The second was that the youth’ 
in short pants and bluc jumper 
had been found gullty of man- 
slaugher. Justice George Sellers 
then ordered John detained -for 
ten’ years “at uw piace and under 
conditions that the’ Home Secre- 


Monday, The victim was a boy of 
four, Glyndwr Parfitt. 

. That day, John and Glyndwr— 
who had been dressed’ by his grand-. 
father—went out to play with other 
children, but later: Ieft them to 
go to the river, Glyndwr was not 
seen again, 

Loter that day, Glyndwr's father 
askerl John jf he had scen his son, 
John said he had not. That evening, 
Glyndwr's body - was‘ found in the 
tiver-—His-wrists -and— ankles had- 
becn Inshed together with his own 
shoe laces, . 


TOO FRIGHTENED TO TELL 


Subsequently, John told the police 
he tled up the younger ‘boy’ and 
threw him through a manhole into 
the river. , Then he went home. 
He did not tell anyone what he had 
done because he was too frightened. 
Before the trial, when police “in- 
formed John that he had been 
charged with murder, he repiled, “I 
won't do tt again.” *. : 

John's father and mothor ¢tood on 
one side of him today anti his schoo) 
hendmaster and the probation officer 
un the other, 

Without ‘hesitation and In a clear 
volee he answered “Not guilty” 
when the charge was read. : 

The prosecutor, Gerwyn Thomas, 
told the jury; before. it left the 
courtroom to consider. the verdict, 
that there was a legal presumption 
that. a boy of John's age was unhbie 
to’ form the guilty mind necessary 
for any crime, But that presump-

However, there are plenty 
more. ‘Tihore are the . eatlh- 
quakes that do little or no 
damage, but can be felt by 
people who are in the right place 
at the right time if there isn’t 
too much traffic about. 


How many of this type are 
‘here? The estimates of the 
scientists vary, but they agree 
that every day there’s an ecarth- 
quake somewhere. One profes- 
sor puts it as high as 30,000 a 
year, and that works out at 
more than three an hour or 
about one every 20 minutes. 

If you count the tiny ones 
that only instruments can pick 
up,. 5% would probubly be true 
to suy that some part of the 
earth's surface is shaking every 
moment of the day and night.

So the theft of a few eggs can 
make all the difference to Britain's 
wild bird population. Although the 
‘sland has many species, it fs the 
special variety thnt-comes in 
primarily for persecutlon through 
nest-robbing. Gatting d dwindling 
chance. do ‘propagate, they are 
faced with extinction. 


Such ‘valuabie assets ‘toe the 
farmer us: the spoonblll,. eagle, black 
tern, honcy buzzard and many- more 
have long since disappeared. And 
already there fs a marked decrease 
in the number of such beauties as 
the great crested grebe, roseate tern 
and ‘Dartford ‘warbler. 


Since Jand {fs continually being 
turned from farming‘to building 
purposes, the birds’ natural haunts 
also are _dwinding. What once 
were the homes of the blackbird

‘A new’ insccticide has been 
tested by scientists at the 
University of Delaware and 
found to be a rival to DDT in 
killing house flies, cockroaches 
and other types of pests. , 


The new substance, 9 chlorinated 
camphene,: ts called ‘toxaphene.” 
ways, the investigators 
found, 4oxaphene excelis DDT, the 
most powerful of all insecticides. 

The tests were made on five-day- 
old flies and toxaphene, mixed with 
a small solution of another chemi- 
cal, thanite, knocked the pests out 
in quick. order, but not quite ‘as 
effectively as DD1’. # 

As a residual agent ogainst files, 
however, the new killer compares 
favourably with DDT. Three days 
after cubical cages were sprayed 
and flics liberated into them, a 100 


Against Bedbugs 


The new solution also was tested 
with DDT against the German 
cockroach, Both were mixed with 
some. thanite. Here again it sur- 
vived the test, and the investiga- 
tors reported that toxaphene was 
“equal as, or slightly more,” deadly 
to the adult male cockroach. 

The investigators reported they 
found the same results.in the tests 
ngainst bedbugs—that toxaphene, 
while somewhat slower than DDT 


passes DDT in the final kill. 

Toxaphene also was found to be 
effective against - certaln - fabric 
pests. The investigators treated 
small. squarés of woollen cloth with 
the substance. 1 repelled at least 
three types of wool cating pests, 
and held its effectiveness after one 
“year, anaes . 
The Investigafors admitted that 
DDT was still the best for killing 
off mosquitoes, although not by a 
large margin. . 


No Injury to Plants 


Ficld tests also were conducted 
on.snap and lima beans, in which 
toxaphene was compared with DDT 
insecticide, rotenone; 
for the control of the Mexican bean 
beetle. : 

The “investigators . found 
toxaphene- and rotenone caused no 
Injury to the plants, while DDT 
sprays and dusts caused a yellowing 
and.stight stunting. of the termina! 
growth on both! snap and Hma 
beans, ] 

Jt was just the reverse in tests 
ngalnst insects on cucumbers. Here, 
toxaphene damaged the plant slong 
with killing off the pests. ...

Appeals - 
For Faith 


Batavia, July 11, 
President Sockarno appealed 
to the world today to have faith 
in the fledgling Indonesian Re- 
public to act as its own keeper 
of internal peace, law and order. 


In a radlo broadcast, President 
Sovkarno said the Republic was pre- 
pared to accept all of the Dutely de- 
to bring about normalcy 
throughout Indonesia, but it remain- 
ed “explicit and emphatic on the 
problem of internal security’. 

He reiterated Indonesin’s stand that 
internal law was o job for the Re- 
public itself and not for a jfolnt In- 
doneslan-Cutch gendarmerie, as pro- 
posed by the Netherlands. 

"We ‘hold fast to our opinion that 
the organs of enforeing law and order 
within the Republic’ must be wholly 
Republican,” he said. “There should 
be no doubt os to the ability of the 
Republic to enforoe law and order 


‘in her territories.” 


The President gave a personal 
pledge of Interlor safety for all for~ 
eigners and forelm investments. 

He sald the Britlsh had had con-
